Washington, May 12.—(Special.)—Senator 
Carlisle is a trump. He don't believe in any 
republican holding an office that a democrat 
can be found to fill. There is none of the 
civil service humb:,: about him, though 
where he can’t get around it he abides by 
the laws. 

Mr. Carlisle has found no disposition 
among the chiefs of divisions in the treasury 
department to resign. Indeed they have 
shown a disposition to hold on just as long 
as they could. Thus it has become neces- 
sary for him to ask for their resignations, 
and he has shown that he has no hesitation 
in doing so. He called for the resignations 
of nine a few days ago and yesterday asked 
for five more. If al! the others do not come in 
Very soon he will ask for them, It is not 
his intention to allow any republican to re- 
main in office that he can remore without a 
clear violation of the civil service laws. 

But the civil service reformers do not like 
this a bit. They are raising a mighty howl. 
Carl Schurz, who holds himself up to the 
public as the leading civil] service reformer 
of all this class in the country, had the 
temerity to cal] upon Secretary Carlisle this 
morning te protest against the wholesale 
removals. He advised that all the ecompe- 
tent officials who have not been offensive 
partisans should be retained in office. 

Secretary Carlisle treated him very cour- 
teously, stating that he was not unmindful 
of the civil service reform law, but thought 
many changes necessary for the good of the 
service, 

The Kentuckian will continue the good 
work whether Schurz and his ganz kick or 
not,. 

Livingstem onthe Warpath. 

Colonel Livingston returned this morning 
to make things lively about the postoffice 
department. He was indignant because of 
the appointment of Mr. Weaver as post- 
master at Conyers. Not that he objected 
to Mr. Weaver, but because the appointment 
was made in a manner calculated to belittle 
him with his constituents-—-made withont 
his advice and without consultation with 
him.

SOME WASHINGTON GOSSIP. 


A Change Hinted In the Appointing of OmM- 
cers—The Free Gold. 

Washington, May 12.—There is a grow- 
ing indication that the extreme civil serv- 
ice reformers who are now beginning to 
be disturbed by some of the dismissals 
and appointments that are being muade, 
will have a great deal more to think about 
in the course of time. While many of the 
democratic statesmen, who are at this time 
devoting their attention to the question 
of appointments, are worried that the ax 
does vot fall a few more times in the 
hour, there is an impression general enotgh 
to indicate, and there is some grounds for 
it, that in the fullness of time there will 
be a very complete change in all the offices 
not protected by the civil service law and 
that the appointments to the places will 
be fuirly apportioned among the demo- 
cratic workers, 

A Decided Improvement. 


The treasury situation shows decided im- 
provement, the receipts being larger than 
for last year at this time, while the ex- 
penditures, though alrge, are not so heavy 
pen dftures, though large, are not so heavy 
disbursements for the month have already 
been inade, including $8,000,000 for pen- 
sions and other heavy payments that be- 
come due about the Ist of the month.

The gold in the treas- 
ury is $203,022,684, against which there 
are $103,797,019 gold certificates outstand- 
ing, leaving the net goid usually denomi- 
nated the reserve, £99,925 G65, Offers 
from the west of $1.500,000 which have 
been accepted, but which de rot yet ap- 
pear on the treasury hooks, will, “When 
transferred, make the gold reserve intact 
as stated tivo dars ago and leave a margin 
of free gold of $725,000. ; 
Exports of Breadstuffa. 


The bureau of statistics in a report to 
the treasury department today, gives a 
competitive statement of the values of the 
exports of breadstuffs as follows: For the 
month ended April 30, 1893, $12,621,155, 
a decrease of $6,500 from the correspong{ng 
period of 92. For the four months 
ended April 30th last. $53,028,335; a de- 
crease of $44,000,000 from the same period 
of last year. For the ten months ended 
April 30th last, $157,653,913. a decrease 
of $95,000,000 from the corresponding peri- 
od 1892.

TWO LEGAL KILTINGS 


Bxecution of Charles Luttrell and 
John Carlisle 


AT SHERMAN, TEYAS, YESTERDAY. 


| The Crime for Which They Died 


On the Scaffold. 


THEY KILLED THE PRINCIPAL WITNESS 


Against Them ina Former Murder Trial 
—Ths Fight in the Cour's for Their 
Lives— Other Criminal News. 


Sherman, Tex., May 12.—Charles Kuttrell 
and John Carlisle were hanged today for 
the murder of ‘Billie’ (W. T.) Sherman 
April 28, 1892, at Denison. The causes 
leading to the crime were complicated. Near 
Giddings, Tex., in 1886, Jim Brown, after- 
ward killed at Garfield park, Chicago, while 
sheriff, was sevérely assaulted by, it was 
supposed men whose misdeeds he had inter- 
fered with. One morning Sam Sparks, sus- 
pected of complicity in the assault, was 
found murdered. It was not until 1887 that 
an indictment was found against John 
Carlisle and Ed Myers. Myers, upon the 
evidence of “Billie’’ Sherman, got two years 
in the state prison. Carlisle, who had left 
the state, was not caught until February 
1891, at Hot Springs, Ark. He was re- 
leased on bond, fled and was recaptured and 
his trial set for May 2, 1892. But April 
28, Sherman, the principal witness, was shot 
dead while in his home in Denison, whith- 
er he had removed. He was shot while 
asleep, a charge Of buckshot being sent 
fhrough an open window. This crime, 
through various clues, was traced to John 
Poe, John Carlisle, Charles Luttrell and 
Frank Fogg, as principals and accomplices, 
Luttrell and Carlisle were convicted. The 
others are yet to be tried. The two con- 
demned men carried their cases to every

A Man Shot While Setting in His Store in 
Lexington. 

Lexington, Ky., May 12.—About 9 &clock 
last night John Hurst, who keeps a grocery 
store at the corner of Ellerslie and Walton 
avenues, his wife and a Mr. Green were 
sitting in the store.

Landing the Passengers. 


Liverpool, May 12.—The Cunard compa- 
ny hes made arrangements to land the pas- 
sengers of the Campania, on the arrival of 
the steamer tonight. This is unprecedented 
in the history of trans-Atlantic travel. The 
office of the company was thronged with the 
excited crowd of people betting whether the 
assengers of the Campania would be landed 
nh Liverpool before or after the passengers 
on the Paris would be landed in Southamp- 
ton. The Campania passed the Paris, of 
the American line when one hundred and 
nine niles east of Sandy Hook, and did not 
sight her again during the voyage.

HAD BUT LITTLE EFFECT ON TRADE 


Reports from Business Centers Are En- 
couraging — Comparative Statement 
of Exports and Imports. 


New York, May 12.—Bradstreet tomorrow 
will say: Despite the favorable effect of 
a week of bright, warm weather, the con- 
dition of general trade has not improved. 
There has been no change in the condition 
in southern trade, except the depression 
due to threatened overflows in the lower 
Mississippi valley. In the central west and 
northwest there has been some improve- 
ment due to opening of lake navigation and 
better weather. But the region included 
between Chicago, St. Louis, Kansas City 
and Omaha, and tributary to those points 
is feeling the effects of cold, wet weather, 
delayed seeding, extreme conservatism by 
country buyers and a further restriction of 
credits. 

At nearly all centers, warm weather has 
stimulated the demand for lumber and other 
building materials, hardware, shoes and 


hats. Stocks of print cloths are growing 
heavier east and prices recede. Steel bil- 


lets, Bessemer pig iron, wool, cattle, hags, 
lard and other’ staples are also lower, 
against which advances are confined to 
sugar, due to the reduction in the European 
crop outlook and to wheat. Bank clear- 
ings are in line with these conditions. 

Ofticial reports of imports for nine months 
show 14 per cent increase_in value over the 
preceding year, while the decrease in value 
‘of domestic exports was 20 per cent. In- 
creased importations of luxuries explain only 
one-sixth of the total increase in value, 
while the reduced value of-the exports of 
breadstuff, cotton, cattle, fruits, seeds and 


in shipments abroad. 

Recent -bank failures have increased the 
sensitiveness in financial circles. Money is 
no easier east or west, where dines of dis- 
count are full. Chicago banks are taking 
care: of their best customers. In nearly 
every direction the financial institutions are 
drawing lines of credit. 

Business failures exceed the totals in pre- 
vious years. Railroad gross earnings for 
April aggregate over $41,000,000; 3.5 per 
cent more than for the corresponding month’ 
of 1892, whereas, in preceding years, the 
like increase ranged from 8 to 12 per cent. 
Exports of wheat, flour included, from all 
American ports, including Montreal, ag- 
gregate 2,712,000 bushels this week, a total? 
of about equal to last week but about 
900,000 bushels Jess than in the like week 
last vear. Notwithstanding 100,000,000 
bushels of wheat at home, and Canada with

What Dun & Co. Say.

1873, have been followed by surprisingly 
little disturbance. Business shows re- 
markable soundness and strength under 
such a strain. Bank failures at Chicago 
and Indianapolis, and rumors of others, re- 
flect large losses through Chicago specula- 
tion in real estate and grain and at In- 
dianapolis through the failure of the Pre- 
mier Steel Company, but commercial cred- 
its are not as yet materially affected.

BUILDINGS WILL BE CLOSED, 


Butthe People Can Visit the World’s Fair on 
Sunday. 


Chicago, May 12.—The world’s fair gates 
will be swung wide open to the public and 
the question of Sunday opening is settled. 
Early Sunday morning crowds began to 
move on to Jackson park, thinking that per- 
haps the gates of the fair grounds would be 
opened, but they were disappointed, and 
fully 40,000 people were tured away from 
the gates of the fair proper and spent their 
money with the side shows surrounding the 
fair, a fact which the fair authorities were 
not slow to grasp. — 

Today, as a result of the regular monthly 
meeting of the local directors of the world’s 
fair, it was decided to open the gates of 
Jackson park to the public for one-half the 
charge of admission to the fair during 
the week viz.: 25 cents. This action has 
nothing to do with the opening of the build- 
ings. The latter will remain closed as di- 
rected under the laws. passed by congress 
and agreed to when the sum of $2, 000 
was accepted from the hands of the fifty- 
second congress. The gatekeepers will ad- 
mit to the grounds every one paying 29 cents. 
They can examine the buildings—on the 
outside— see everything there is to be seen 
in fact, but they cannot enter the buildings. 
The action of the’ board will go into effect 
a week from next Sunday, or on the 21st of 
this month. Under the resolution the Mid- 
way plaisance will also be thrown open, 

Mr. Edwin Walder, attorney for the board, 
submitted an opinion on the question and, 
on the strength of this opinion, the board 
acted. No provision was made for the re- 
turn of any part of the $2,500, given to 
the fair under that act of congress, but there 
was vague talk of refunding the money 
sometime in the uncertain future.

The contortions of the body 
were terrible, and after suffering untold 
agohies yesterday he died,

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Buck as an Offensive Partisan. 

According to the accounts that come 
from Washington no serious effort bas 
been made to remove Boss buck by 
those who are supposed to be most in- 
terested in his removal. He has been 
enjoying, as it were, the usufruct of a 
profitable office under a democratic ad- 
ministration for seventy days, od ho 
charges have been preferred against 
him, though several democratic con- 
gressmen, including Speaker Crisp, have 
urged his removal. 

This peculiar situation is calculated to 
give pause for thought. What is ite 
trouble ? 

When Judge Crisp called on the presi- 
dent and urged the removal of Buck 
the report of the interview left the pub 
lic to infer that Mr. Cleveland = had 
never had the matter brought to bis 
attention, but woul act us soon as he 
could investigate it. Later, it was re- 
ported that the president had remarked 
that if certain Georgia democrats had 
thought Boss Buck good enough to hold 
a cabinet place in Harrison’s adminis- 
tration there could be no harm in his 
holding a small office in Georgia until 
his term expired. 

This statement was attribufed to Mr. 
Cleveland by rumor, and The Constitu- 
tion undertook at the time to show 
that rumor was wrong in this instance, 

for the strong common sense of Mr. 
Cleveland would convince him instantly 
that the qualities of partisanship which 
would commend Boss Buck for a place 
in a partisan republican cabinet are the 
very qualities that ought to prevent his 
holding office under a democratic ad- 
ministration. 

Judge Crisp, who thoroughly under- 
stands the feelings of Georgia demo: 
crats in regard to the retention of the 
chairman of the republican state com- 
nittee in office, has recently called the 
attention of Attorney General Olney to 
the case of Buck. The attorney general 
said that there had been no charges of 
any kind made against the republican 
leader in Georgia, and he added that 
he would like to have some evidence 
from Atlanta in proof of the charges 
that had been made “verbally* 

We do not know what charges have 
been made orally against Boss Buck, 
but The Constitution has printed in 
black and white one of the many let- 
ters that he wrote to his party hench- 
men throughout the state during the re- 
cent campaign, and that document af- 
fords all the evidence that is necessary 
to convict Buck of partisanship of the 
most active and offensive kind. 

Moreover, during the presidential 
campaign Boss Buck, as chairman of 
the republican state committee, was 
bessing republican conventions, cau- 
cuses and meetings in Georgia, instead 
of attending to his official duties. 

It is well known, too, that Buck, in 
violation of the civil service rules, made 
himself particularly active in behalf of 
Harrison. He caused himself to be 
elected as delegate to the republican 
convention—a Dody that has been aptly 
described as a convention of office hold- 
ers. Is it not evidence of offensive par- 
tisanship for an office holder to take 
charge of a campaign in his state and 
manage it from beginning to end, and 
cause himself to be elected a delegate 
to 4 nominating convention, leaving his 
office to take care of itself? 

Will it be necessary for the democrats 
of Georgia to go before the. various 
justices of the peace and make affidavit 
that Buck is an offensive partisan? 


An Outrage on Democracy. 
According to our Washington dis- 
patches yesterday certain Kentucky 
democrats are making a bitter fight 
aguinst the appointment of Mr. Owens. 
of that state to a foreign consulate.

e Another Delusion. 


The St. Louis Globe-Democrat de- 
clares that national bankruptcy is a de- 
lusion, and makes the point thaf our na- 
tional debt is only about a third of what 
it was at the close of the war, while the 
population of the country is three times 
better able to carry sucht a debt than 
it was at that time. 

Our contemporary goes on to say: 

Wages are higher than they were in 1885 
or 1870, and these wages, in proportion to 
their extent, will go farther in supplying the 
individual wants than they would then. The 
average worker, that is to say, gets more 
dollars for his labor than he got twenty 
or twenty-five years ago, and each of these 
dollars will buy for him more of the neces- 
saries and luxurieg than it would at those 
dates. The wealth of the country, if divided 
up equally between its inhabitants, would 
have given each man, woman and child $514 
in 1860, $780 in 1870, $870 in 1880, and about 
$1,000 in 1890. The figures of the deposits in 
savings banks show that this growth in 
wealth is shared by the poorer ag Well as 
by the richer classes in the community. 

The Globe-Democrat has been misled 
by deceptive statistics. Any close 
reader of the newspapers must be con- 
vinced that wages are not higher than 
they were in 1865 and 1870. The nu- 
merous strikes during the past twenty- 
five years in the north and west make 
this very plain. Nor does it impress us 
when a statement is made contrasting 
our per capita wealth of 1860 with our 
Status in 1890. Take a group of three 
men, two worth $1,500 each, and the 
third worth nothing, and the calculation 
showing that they average $1,000 per 
capita brings no comfort to the money- 
less man. In very much the same fash- 
ion the statistics quoted deal with the 
different sections. There js plenty of 
wealth in the country, but its represen- 

tative—the currency—is congested in 
the eastern and middle States; it is not 
in circulation in the south and west. 

It is simply another delusion—this 
idea that Jones and Brown in the south 
and west were worth $1,000 apiece 
in 1890 because Smith, in New England, 
had $3,000 locked up or loaned out on 
call. The fact is that in 1860 we were 
better off with a smaller per capita 
wealth, because it was more generally 
distributed, Now, there is more wealth 
but it is in the hands of tiie few.

Can ap Ex-Convict Be Libeled’? 

Edward 8. Stokes, the slayer of Jim 
Fisk, is prosecuting a criminal libel suit 
in a New York court, 

The lawyers for the defense have 
moved to quash the indictment on the 
ground that an ex-convict cannot bring 
a suit for libel. They contend that as 
Stokes was convicted of homicide and 
imprisoned for his crime he is civilly 
dead and cannot bring suit for any al- 
leged injury to his character. On the 
other hand, it is shown that Stokes was 
pardoned by Governor Cleveland and 
restored to full citizenship. The judge 
reserves his decision. 

It is impossible in even the plainest 
case to guess at the decision of a New 
York court, but there are many reasons 
why this suit should be allowed to pro- 
ceed. When a convict is pardoned and 
restored to full citizenship, and con- 
ducts himself like a good citizen for a 
number of years, no man has a Tight to 
hound him down, insult him and assail 
his character. It is the poficy of the 
law to prevent breaches of the peace, 
but it is very plain that when an ex- 
convict, after pardon and good conduct, 
is denied the right to vindicate his char- 
acter in the courts, he will be tempted 
to become his own avenger. 

The position of ex-Mayor Oakey Hall 
that an ex-convict can have no charac- 
ter is absurd. A man convicted of a 
crime committed in ‘the heat of passion 
may be thoroughly honorable, and with 
the exception of his one slip, he may be 
a good citizen. Such a man should be 
protected in life, limb, property and 
reputation against all malicious assaults. 
To do otherwise would be to drive a 
man, after he has been once convicted, 
into a career of crime ending only at 
his deathbed. 

We do not know whether Stokes has 
been libeled or not. The point we maké¢ 
is that when his enemies stab his per- 
son or stab his character he has the 
same right to call on the courts to pro- 
tect him that any other citizen has. It 
is all nonsense to say that ‘he {is civilly 
dead and has no character to defend. 


Consuls and Immigration. 

According to a Richmond special a 
prominent southern governor expresses 
the opinion that the appointment of 
southerners to consular places in Eu- 
rope would be of more practical benéfit 
to this section than all the cabinet 
places that could be bestowed. It would 
profit the south more to have ty* “on- 
sulates of Germany, Austria and Eng- 
land than any place in the cabinet, or 
any ambassadorship at a leading for- 
eign court. 

“Dixie,” Atlanta’s popular industrial 
monthly, speaks out on the same line. 
It admits that we need immigration 
from Europe, but it suggests that the 
best way to secure a good class of im- 
migrants would be to have our consuls 
abroad examine and endorse their cer- 
tificates of character. 

The immigration question {s gradually 
becoming a very important one in this 
region. The Brunswick Advertiser calls 
attention to the fact that thousands of 
acres of productive land in Georgia can 
be purchased for $3 an acre. It would 
be easy to buy large tracts, lay them 
off in small farms and sell them on the 
installment plan. It says: 

A country that can grow peas and beans for 
market at from $4 to $6 a bushel cannot be 
kept down. A country that can realize from 
$200 to $300 an acre on her fruit orchards {s 
a country of wealth. A country that can do 
these things and where a poor man of indus- 
try can establish himself in such a home of 
money-making at a cost of $400 or $500, is 
a land without a parallel. A land where al] 
these things are possible is a land that only 
needs to be made known to take the winds of 
popular sentiment as a new Eldorado. ‘ 

If we are going to make an effort to 
induce European immigration it would 
materially help us to have southern con- 
suls in Europe to look after the matter. 
We need, also, well organized immi- 
gration departments in each southern 
State, managed by competent men, with 
an ample supply of attractive literature 
to supplement their work. All this wil} 
require money, and we do not expect 
to see much progress in the matter for 
some time to come, though there {is 
much room for it. 


The fact that Boss Buck has been hold- 
ing office under a democratic administration 
for seventy days is worthy of remark, 
It is significant that the longer Buck holds 
office under a democratic administration 
the longer the days grow.

Colonel Hammond’s Letter. 
from The Rome Tribune. 

The letter of Colonel N. J. Hammond in 
Sunday’s Constitution is one of the best and 
most timely articles we have seen. There Is 
abroad in the country a spirit of irreverence 
for the institutions which have come down 
to us from the fathers of the revolution, and 
are made venerable by the added wisdom and 
experience of a century. This spirit of irre- 
verence seems due partly to ignorance and 
partly to the leaven of discontent proceeding 
from certain socialistic elements which are 
of late more noisy than ever, hesitating not to 
speak evil of dignitaries and holding nothing 
sacred, however endorsed by the wisdom of 
the sages or consed@fated by the blood of 
patriots. Unfortunately, this spirit occasion- 
ally gets into the pulpit, which should be a 
bulwark against it. The most of our min- 
isters have a fair conception of their responsi- 
bility, but a few think themselves licensed ta 
make all kinds of sensational and extravagant 
statements from altars consecrated to the 
truth, and the effect of such statements is 
destructive of the spirit of reverence for ail 
institutions, both humap and divine. 

The occasion of Colonel Hammoud’s letter 
is a sermon recently delivered by Rev. Dr. 
J. W. Hinton and publiched in The Wesleyan 
Christian Advocate. Because the name of 
God does not appear in the national constitu- 
tion, he says there is nothing in it to show 
whether this is a Pagan or a Christian na- 
tion. This omission he ascribes to the in- 
fluence of Tom Paine and the French infi- 
delity upon the minds of the makers of onr 
constitution. Altogether, it is a sensational 
and intemperate denunciation of an instru- 
ment which has been the admiration of the 
world, and which Gladstone says is the great- 
est masterpiece which the mind of man has 
ever struck off at a given time. 

Colonel Hammond shows that while the 
name of God is not directly mentioned, the 
constitution provides for oaths which are in- 
vocafions of God's blessing or vengeance, and 
specially excepts Sunday from the number of 
days within which the president may sign 


bills. 

With regard to the convention which 
adopted the constitution, Colonel Hammond 
shows that the infidel works of Paine had not 
been written at that time and could not hare 
affected it. and furthermore, that Benjamin 
Franklin, the only man in the convention who 
had come in @rect contact with French infi- 
delity, was the one who moved for prayer, 
when the body was torn assunder by confilict- 
ing ideas.

The Mississippi report says that the weather has 
been unfavorable for alt crops, and especially so for 
corn and cotton. The Arkansas report states that the 
farmers need some warm, dry weather to overcome the 
setback their crop has had during the past week, and 
in both instances complaints are made of backwater 
and overflowed lands. Nothing new has been received 
from the crevasse at Lakeport. Last evening it was 
reported to be 700 feet wide. There is a slightly im- 
proved inquiry for cotton from American spinners, but 
as yet no business has resulted. The amount of cotton 
forwarded trom Liverpool this weck has amounted to 
62,000 bales, but the stock in that port shows no de- 
crease; in fact, the receipts of cotton from other coun- 
tries bas increased the entire stock 8,000 baies this 
week. The market is a very quiet one, but the unl- 
versal feeling appears to be against cotton, and it will 
require some new influence to stimulate the market 
into activity, whether it be an increased demand from 
spinners, who have allowed their stocks to fall to very 
small proportions, or an overflow and bad crop ac- 
counts from the south. At the moment the temper of 
the southern people seems to be in favor of a further 
decline in cotton. During the afternoon, on a report 
from London of several additional failures in the Lon- 
don stock exchange. the market lost a portion of the 
improvement, but closes quiet and steady at about the 
opening price.

CHICAGO, May 12.—Wheat advanced today 
about 1c a bushel, chiefly on buying to get 
back holdings sold out yesterday. The finan- 
Cial situation appeared to ,be regarded as less 
threatening, and the cables reported serious 
drouths in England and’ Germany. The sen- 
sational news from Italy, which wag first 
given out yesterday. but generally discredited, 
was partially confirmed today, and it — no 
longer doubted that Italy will need to import 
wheat in a mucb larger scale than usual. 
French country markets were reported 6d 
dearer, while English country markets were 
showing about the same advance, which was 
taken as good proof that conditions abroad 
were no meaus satisfactory. Floods in the 
Red river valley were also announced, which 
would delay the spring seeding and possibly 
prevent it altogether. The result of all this 
was to stimulate the buylng, both to cover 
shorts and for investment.

The market appeared to be 
recognizing a mistake in {ts previous esti- 
mate of the government report and now paid 
‘little attention to the foreign quotation. The

phe Veteran Musicien Tells Some Anec- 
dotesand Interesting Reminisosnces 
—Atlanta Leads Her Noighbors. 


eS 


Shrewd and grizzled Jake Tannenbaum is 
a musical critie among critics. He is a 
musician Who has grown gray handling the 
how. He knows music, and has a head full 
of reminiscences and traditions about musi- 
cal people. He came over from Mobile 
yhursday on his way to New York to book 
attractions for his theater for next season. 
Tuursday he saw the two audiences which 
attended the Damrosch Goncerts. Their 
sive and brilliance impressed him. 

But, speaking of the young conductor, he 
told an ineident which is not familiar to 
way! “The father of the young 
conductor was a doctor in Germany 
ead took up musie professionally after he 
became a physician. The family name, | 
am informed, was orginally Bludhund, which 
means bloodhound. That was not agreeable 
aud it was Hebrewized and made Dam- 
rosch, which I think means red hat or blood 
hat or something of that kind. My infor- 
maut is a New York gentleman who knew 
the elder Damrosch in Europe. Dr. Dam- 
rosch was a genius. He made an impress 
on music in Europe, and in this country after 


he came over here. The yang mee is mag- 
netic, splendidly educated, a fine musician 
and a perfect gentleman. He has not the 
experience yet, but he is shrewd. He has 
in his orchestra excellent musicians. There 
is Brodsky, the first violinist, who is a great 
man. Brodsky was one of the eminent 
violinists in Europe. He is a large man in 
the profession and he is a conductor of great 
ability. Mr. Damrosch has a valuable aid 
in him. Brodsky is an artist whose talent 
is not recognized ahead of him, but he shows 
it when he plays. He is one of Spohr’s pvu- 
pila, and there was the greatest of modern 
teachers. Perhaps I am partial for I was 
a pupil of his and there are only two others 
living in this country today, Seis and Her- 
mann, of New York. Spohr taught how to 
produce the volumn of tone, the broad tone 
with the double notes and all that. 

“The Spohr school is very different from 
the French school, the omc / ay being radi- 
cally different. Spohr would not try to 
teach a violin and voice to trill perfectly to- 
gether. They cannot.” 

Mr. Tannenbaumesays that Atlanta ought 
to held a public meeting and have speakers 
and congratulate herself on the patronage 
given to Damrosch. “No other city in these 
parts will approach Atlanta in recognizing 
the merit of the orchestra. Atlanta is larger 
than New Orleans today. Thy, there is 
one town not such a great way off where one 
day when Thomas’s orchestra was billed. 
a citizen asked the manager of the theater 
what Mr. Orehestra would play that night. 
This is an actual fact. He thought that 
orchestra was the name of the star. And 
you have heard of the managgg at Blooming- 
ton, Ill., who, when asked by the eget if 
he thought Thomas's orchestra would play 
to good business, replied that he thought he 
would if he had two good endmen. 

“Those musicians must have thought that 
Atlanta is as big as New York when they 
looked and saw the immense audience in 
front and the ladies dressed so magnificently. 
And those audiences Yecognized artistic 
work. Atlanta is as big today in many re- 
spects. It is a wonderful city. 1 think 
the city ought to illuminate. It argues well 
for the city to see such appreciation of meri- 
torious attractions.” 

Mr. Tannenbaum has something on foot 
about which he is mysterious. Whether he 
is writing an opera or getting up a musical 
og wee he will not say. He is capapble 
of doing either. _He made zhe best. orches- 
tration of “Dixie” that bas been written. 

Talking about “Dixie,” he recalled a sto- 
ry of an engagement which Keene, Ward 
and Bangs played at his house once, They 
were giving a Shakespeare peice. The first 
night, the stage manager remarked to the di- 
rector of the theater orchestra that the cur- 
tain went up on the third act, revealing a 
grand palace and he wanted the orchestra to 
play something inspiring and patriotic. And 
when the curtain rolled up that night on the 
third act the Jeader of the orchestra struck 
up on “Dixie.”” The stage manager was 
furious. The director said: “You told me 
that you wanted something patriotic and 
inspiring.’’ The next day the stage man- 
acer said: “Give us something imposing, im- 

ressive tonight, and no more ‘Dixie’ bus- 
ness.’ When the third act came the or- 
chestra played the dead march from Saul, 
and the manager was wrathy again, for 
fhere was no suggestion of a funeral. 

On another occasion a comedian in “My 
iota this same leader to watch 
fa a certain act and then plav a 
piece with which a Chinese song went.

Those residing Within the limits 
of the city will vote in both elections, as 
they are citizens of the county and also of 
the city. . 

In both elections the propositions are 
simple and easily understood. ‘The neces- 
sity which calls for the issuing of the bonds 
is very urgent, and the retusal of the peo- 
ple to grant them, in either case, would be 
detrimental to the highest interests of both 
the city and county. 

The voters of the county will take the 
matter in hand next Tuesday and will no 
doubt carry their sober judement to the 
polls and settle the question fairly and 
squarely .

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Hansell Stockton, Once a Leading 
Drummer, Arrested. 


—— 


THREE WARRANTS AGAINST HIM, 


But One Was Withdrawn-—Stockton Was 
Once One of the Most Prominent 
Drummers in the South. 


Hansell Stockton, formerly one of the 
finest traveling salesmen in the south and 
a young man of excellent family connec- 
tions, found himself inside one of the 
gloomy cells at the new police headquar- 
ters yesterday morning, and the charge of 
cheating and swindling appeared on the 


docket against him. 

Mr. Stockton was arrested yesterday 
morning by Detective Crim upon a com- 
plaint made to that officer by Mr. J. B. 
Smith, the prominent groceryman. The ar- 
rest of Stockton created no small sensa- 
tion, as he is one of the. best known men 
in Atlanta, and only a few months ago 
earned a fine salary and was highly re- 
spected. His standing in the commer- 
cial world was exceptionally good. He has 
been in the employ of two or three of the 
largest wholesale firms in the south, and 
is known in all the leading cities of the 
south, as he traveled through the. south 
selling goods. 

Mr. Stockton is about thirty-five years old 
and has lived ip Atlanta nearly all his 
life. He was greatly surprised yesterday 
when arrested by Detective Crim. 

Yesterday morning Mr. J. B. Smith, the 
groceryman, called at police headquarters 
and reported that Mr. Stockton had pre- 
sented to him a cheek, which he had cashed 
and afterwards found to be a forgery. The 
check appeared genuine and was endorsed 
on the back by Mr. Stockton according to 
the usual form. After a day or so Mr. 
Smith found that the check was not good, 
and he at once reported the matter to the 
police. Detective Crim was detailed on 
the case and he found Mr. Stockton at the 
Kimball house. 

Soon after Mr. Stockton was locked tp 
it was learned by Detective Crim that three 
other charges of the same nature had beeu 
brought against Mr. Stockton and _ that 
warrants had been sworn out. .Two war- 
rants had been sworn out before Justice 
Orr and one before Justice Bloodworth. 

One of the charges brought against Mr. 
Stockton was made by Mr. J. M. Swanson, 
the railroad ticket broker, who-has an. of- 
fice on Wall street. Mr. Swanson cbarges 
that a few days ago Mr. Stockton called 
at his office and asked that he cash a 
check, which was drawn in favor of him- 
self (Stockton) and signed by E. J. Wil- 
liams. The check was cashed by Mr, 
Swanson and proved to be bogus. t was 
drawn: on the Exchange bank, and inquiry 
at the bank revealed the fact that no such 
man as EK. J. Williams is a depositor at 
the bank. 

Yesterday afternoon the warrant sworn 
out before Justice Bloodworth was _ with- 
drawn. Mr. Smith announces his inten- 
tion of prosecuting Mr. Stockton aud asked 
Detective Crim to have him held. Detec- 
tive Crim gave orders to that effect and it 
is probable that a warrant will be sworn 
out today.

Dr. H. C. White, head of the agricul- 
tural department of the State university, 
passed through the city yesterday on his 
way to Lawrenceville where he addresses 
a farmers’ institute today.
